MURDER OF CHRISTIANS. 
: PEKING, May 2ath, 

A Boxer who saw the murder of Mr, Chao, 
an Evangelist of the London: Mission, and of 
Mr. Liu Chingyun,—an inquirer of the same 
Mission, gave the following account of the oc- 
currence to a friend of his in this city. 

“On the rath of the 4th moon (May 12) the: 
Boxers, in number about go, were crossing the 
river Tsz tsun, about 3 li'from. Kungtsun, when 
they met Mr. Liu Chingyun. “ They recognised 
chim as one of the adherents of the Christian 
Church and at once attacked him and wounded 


him with their swords.’ Then they took him’ 


and tied him up securely to a tree on the, bank 
of the river.

THE LATE DUKE OF ARGYLL: 
- LYING-IN-STATE. . 

7 wn _aamneneraammel 
In describing the lying-in-state of the Duke 
of Argyll at Inveraray Castle the Daily Tele- 
grapd's special correspondent says that from 
noon until two o'clock, when the Castle, was 
closed, groups of ‘black-clad figures wended 
thelr way along the avenues ; practically every 
man and woman in the community was includ- 
ed among thase who visited the ,Gastle. ‘Soon 
. after’ his death, which (ook plate in the 
i. state bed-room of the Castle, his Grace's 
: remains were clad in his Lord-Licutenant’s 
uniform. On his breast were placed the 
sashes and ‘the. insignia of the Orders 
of the Garter and the Thistle, and the 
body was then placed in an oak coffin, 
lined with silk and lace, and provided 
with a temporary plate-gtass lid. A day ortwo 
. ago the cotlin was removed to a bier erected in 
' 2 ‘the north drawing-raom, immediately adjoining 
the main entrance, and it was here that the 
remains were visible to his tenantry. Heavy 
black curtains shut out the lightof day, and a 
feeble’ glimmer was given folth by the candles 
which stond round the bier, In the centre of 
the rdom lay the c@ffif, on a crimson-covered 
bier, over which was dfaped a large 
Union Jack. Round the bier, and rising 
high -to the sides of the coffin, were 
many beautiful Wreaths sent from ‘all parts of 
the Kingdom, At the head stood_a: four- 
stemmed candelabrum, and-on each side, and 
atthe foot af the coffin, was a single candle, 
the rays which they emitted, though leaving 
the greater part of the .com in deep shadow 
cast adim light, just sufficient to show the dead 
duke lying.in his coffin, Os. the glass lid lay 
his white plumed hat and his sword with its 
ivory and gold handle and silver scabbard, The 
duke’s last sleep had apparently come to him 
peacefully, “The. thick mass of white hair was 
firmly. brushed back fron his ample forehead, his 
left hand lay by his side, while bis right, slightly 
turned across the body, bore a beautiful gold 
ring, on which “ Ina,” the nate of the Dowager 
Duchess, was set in brilliants, Round the cof- 
fin stood a sergeant and three privates of the 
Argyll and Sutherland Volunteers, acting: as 
guardians of the remains of their former hon. 
colonel. '. The uniforms of the Volunteers and 
the brilliant floral trophies formed the only 
colour relief The remains will ayain fie in 
stite in public far two hours to-morrow, No 
te arvangewments have yet bee made as 
to either tlie Hime or place of the funeral.— IV,

Wo do not think that the eXtraordinary con- 
ditions of the warfare in South Africa have ever 
been realizéd in the way they. should have 
been, Wherever the British forces have en- 
“countered the Boers in the open field they have 
beaten them, and they have, again and again, 
even driven them out of strong positions, But 
for the first time. in warfare, so far as we know, 
vur troops have had to attack an invisible 
enemy, armed with the best and most destruc 
tive’ weapons that modern science cin devise. 
As an officer with Lord Methuen's force has 
graphically described it; “ Perhaps you think it 
is easy te seca Boer, butit isn't. We have fought 
four tolerably big battles against them, but few 
of us have seen a sifigle Boer. He is the 
invisible enemy. He lies in the grass, deep 
down in a trench, or behind a rock and spits 
. death on us all day long. An English soldier 
of imaginative mind might come to think of 
the enemy as a sort of ninetcenth-century in- 
vention—a vapor like the colorless smoke of 
the new powder—or a, demon or an essence.”
